REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Among the most hopeful signs in the school work of the past’ 
year has been the apparently increased interest on the part of 
the parents. Never before have the closing exercises been so » 
largely attended; never before have so many visited the schools 
during the term. We warmly commend this increased interest 
and venture to suggest a few reasons why it is of vital impor- 
tance that this interest should be continued and become, as we 
hope it may, very much greater than it now is. 

The two most important factors ina child’s success in school 
life are, first, his teacher’s ability to control and teach; second, 
his home surroundings and influences. The first of these fac- 
tors we all recognize and, often emphasize to the extent of 
attributing all failures of the pupil to incompetence on the 
part of the teacher. The second we are too apt to forget or 
ignore altogether, when, as a matter of fact, it is hardly of less 
importance than the first. We will illustrate. Supposing the 
child is in the habit of hearing at home criticisms of the teach- 
er’s methods of government or instruction; if every complaint 
of his, when he has been in any way punished, is implicitly re- 
ceived as the unvarnished truth and he is pitied and condoled 
with because, as is apt to be said, he is not the teacher’s favor- 
ite ; is such a child likely to be quiet and obedient in the school 
room, or, to put it more strongly, is it not almost certain that 
he will seek every occasion to annoy and disobey a teacher 
whom he is led to believe is treating him with injustice. 

_ Acchild in this frame of mind is a hinderance to the whole 
school and his own progress as a pupil is sure to be unsatis- 
factory. If parents would candidly and coolly confer with 
teachers whenever it seemed to them that too great severity had 
-been used, they would almost always be satisfied. that the 
teacher was justified in her course. Teachers do not punish 
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for their own pleasure. They shrink from it as the most dis- 
agreeable of their duties and for that reason are much more 
liable to err in the direction of too great leniency rather than 
of too great severity. 

Again, suppose that it is necessary, as it usually is, for a 
child to study some portion of the time when at home in order 
to keep up with his class. If the parents do not encourage 
him to devote the proper time to the study, but allow him to 
spend the time upon the street or at whatever amusement he 

“may seek, ought they to complain of the teacher when their 
child falls behind his class, as he almost surely will ? 

We have spoken thus pointedly because we think it probable 
that many parents do not realize how vital their encouragement 
and cooperation is to the school. 


THe High SCHOOL. 


There have been criticisms by some of our citizens upon the 
-school board for its management of the High School. We do 
not object in the least to these criticisms if made in a candid 
Spirit, as we have no doubt they are. Acting for the public we 
expect and court public comment, nor are we so conceited as 
to expect that every action of ours will be universally ap- 
plauded, or so intolerant as to denounce any who shall deem 
our action unwise. 

The main criticism is that too much money is spent on the 
High School. ‘To some of our most intelligent citizens it seems 
absurd that the High School should require the entire time of 
two teachers, and that the work of these two teachers should 
have to be supplemented by a third, working half of the time. 
Some of the aforesaid protesting citizens have been teachers in 
their younger days and therefore speak with emphasis as of 
that which they know. We would suggest to all such that per- 
haps they would modify their opinion if they would take into 
consideration the difference in the methods of teaching at the 
present day and of those in vogue thirty or forty years ago. 
Let us take any one of the natural sciences, zoology, for in- 
stance. It is not very many years since a recitation in zoology 
would have consisted in merely repeating the memorized words 
and phrases of the text books and fifteen or twenty minutes 
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might well suffice for hearing the lesson. No such teaching 
would be considered as worthy the name of teaching at the 
present day. Now there must be original investigation, ex- 
amination of specimens, microscopic examination of tissues and 
of lower forms of life. All this takes time. A recitation that 
by the old method could be heard in twenty minutes will now 
require an hour. ‘The same is true in part of many studies be- 
sides the natural sciences. Even in geometry we find the 
methods of teaching have changed. Forty years ago we merely 
gave the demonstrations as we had learned them from the text 
book. Now the pupils are largely engaged in original demon- 
stration. Hence it must take much longer to hear a recitation 
where the mistakes of the pupils have to be pointed out, or 
hints given to guide them to the correct method of demonstra- 
tion. As a positive proof that the modern methods of teaching 
require a larger number of teachers than would formerly have 
been thought necessary, look at any of our academies. Such a 
school as Cushing Academy at Ashburnham with its two or 
three hundred students would have been considered thoroughly 
equipped forty years ago with a corps of four or five teachers. 
Now it is found necessary to have more than double that 
number. 

Few if any would advocate the abolition of the High School. 
Four-fifths of those who receive the mental discipline given in 
its four years’ course would never receive it if there were no 
High School, and for the remaining one-fifth, whose parents were 
both able and willing to send them away to school, a larger 
sum would be spent than is now spent for the entire number, 
and the money would be spent in other towns and not in Peter- 
boro’. It is an adage as true as it is trite, that ‘‘What is worth 
doing at all is worth doing well.” 

Our High School never promised so good results as under its 
present efficient principal and assistants. Let all consider 
carefully whether it is wise to lower the standard.

REPORT OF TOWN LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The card catalogue is now practically complete and it is for the 
voters of the town to say whether a catalogue for general distri- 
bution shall be printed or not. The committee have investi- 
gated the cost and find that a catalogue similar to the old one 
can be published for six hundred dollars for an edition of five 
hundred. By the addition of cross references, subjects, indexes, 
etc., any sum up to fifteen hundred dollars may be expended. 

Meanwhile the card catalogue is ready for use, books may be 
found under the heading of author, subject or title, arranged in 
alphabetical order. As much information is given upon these 
cards as could be given in a printed catalogue costing twelve hun- 
dred or fifteen hundred dollars. The librarian will at any time in- 
struct patrons how to use the catalogue, or aid them in select- 
ing books. ‘The endeavor has been to retain the old numbers 
in fiction, not in all cases, however, could it be done to advan- 
tage. If persons who send for their books will send author and 
title instead of numbers they will have no trouble in getting 
the book they select, provided it has not already been with- 
drawn by some one else. 

The committee wish to acknowledge the receipt of about four 
hundred Peterboro’ Transcripts given by Austin Partridge and 
C. A. Wheeler. The file of Transcripts previous to May, 1873, 
is very incomplete, and donations of numbers previous to this 
date will be appreciated.
